THE NEW 
AIR RAID WARNING 
REGULATIONS 


By order of the military authorities, and in com­ 
pliance with revised RULES AND REGUL AT IONS 
promulgated by the State Council of Defense, a new 
Air Raid Warning System will become effective in 
Pennsylvania Wednesday, February 17, 1943. 


Principal new features are an audible alarm, known as a BLUE alarm, 
preceding and following the normal RED air raid alarm, and the discontinuance 
of the audible “all-clear” signal.
